Editor of the Hornet: 

It is not Ken Benton's fun- 
damental political beliefs with 
which most of us would dis- 
agree (although at times we 
certainly do;, but that’s human 
nature). Basically we support 
the U. S. government, dislike 
bureaucracy, are wary of so- 
cialism. Most of us, I believe, 
support the Viet Nam effort, 
although few agree completely 
either with the President or 
with Ken Benton. 

Our primary source of irri- 
tation is, rather, his cry-baby, 
I'm - the - only-prophet-in-the- 
land attitude and, for many 
others, his pretentious, though 
poverty-stricken, writing tech- 
niques. 

On the first point, may I 
suggest to Mr. Benton that, in 
making his point, he ought not 
to try to hit the reader on the 
head with it. While there are 
a great many who agree with 
him in the points he makes, he 
isolates himself even from 
them by his attitude that no- 
body knows the trouble HE’s 
seen. Subtlety is, for a writ- 
er, a great virtue. 

Second, I would point out 
that it seems all too obvious 
*nat the writing of his articles 
is a continual search through 
the dictionary for new words, 
for no one who knows all the 
words he pretends to know 
simultaneously make 
the hideous grammatical mis- 
takes he does. In his first out- 
ing this season he split an in- 
finitive. And it is never, never 
true that, 

It would be well for the 
members of the home- 
grown Viet Cong to re- 
member than (sic.) in 
Thomas Paine’s day the 
cry was “Death to trai- 
tors,” and that many of us 
today see the wisdom of 
old self-truths. 

Unless “It” has been ill and 
that somehow through such a 
remembrance, the home- 
grown Viet Cong would make 
“It” well again. That is to 
say, he ought to have said, “It 
would be good .. .” for “well” 
is an adverb unless used to in- 
dicate the state of one’s health 


, 











the indecision over something 
in one’s mind (e. g., “Well, I 
suppose so.”), or a hole in the 
ground. Now this mistake he 
has made twice this year; it is 
time one of our English pro- 
fessors point it out to him. 

I have said nothing of his 
continual fallacious reasoning 
because a newspaper column- 
ist is not expected to be a 
logician. However, it is fre- 
quently fallacious. For ex- 
ample in his Friday, November 
4, 1965, article he refers back 
to how they’d have handled 
dissent in 1943. It is interest- 
ing that in any other context 
he'd have used this as an illus- 
tration toward proving that 
FDR was a semi-dictator, but 
here he is a hero. As a matter 
of fact, the whole issue is 
whether or not such stringent 
regulations were then or are 
now good, right, indeed legal 
or constitutional. I must ad- 
mit that I have always felt 
uneasy about the ethicality of 
such measures whenever the 
story of Roosevelt's elimina- 
tion of disagreement and ob- 
jective discussion was related 
tome. And may I add, to pro- 
tect myself: It is not, as you 
will say, a happy characteris- 
tic of war-time that men are 
not objective; rather it is a 
pitiful thing that both nations 
are caught up in the emotion 
and carried to the ultimate 
extermination of the one or 
the other—end today, both. 
For suppose that the bad side 
(that is to say, the other side) 
were to stop suddenly to con- 
sider things objectively. It is 
possible that it might see the 
foolishness of its quest. But 
surely it will never see this 
through emotional thinking. 

Emotional thinking of this 
sort stems from the tacit as- 
sumption that the thinker is 
right. I believe that we are 
right in Viet Nam, but I am 
introspective enough to look 
twice at myself. If Ken Ben- 
ton were a youth in North Viet 
Nam who had doubts about the 
justice of his own country’s 
war efforts, I am certain that 
a column, such as his most re- 
cent one here, would smack of 
emotional reasoning to him. 
But without such dissentive 
thinking in North Viet Nam 
—supposing they are wrong— 
the war will never end till 
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they have been wiped out, or 
until we have been wiped out 
or have given up. The prob- 
lem is, Mr. Benton, Latins in 
North Viet Nam also cry, “Pro 
Patria.” Not being familiar 
with the language, I don’t 
know what North Vietnamese 
cry, but they surely have an 
equivalent here for the Eng- 
lish, “For one’s country.”

After reading his remarks I 
found myself thinking of all 
sorts of uses for a Viet Nam 
which glows at night.

Benton’s persuasion argue that 
the extent of our commitment 
in Viet Nam is a conscious and 
intentional effort an the part 
of highly placed officials in 
the administrative branch of 
our government to enable 
those bad ol’ Russians to in- 
vade us without firing a shot. 
Could that be treason? 

If those (with whom I also 
disagree) who oppose our 


stand in Viet Nam are guilty 
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of treason... and the Admin- 
istration is guilty of treason 
for the extent of its commit- 
ment ... then the only loyal 
people in this nation are the 
True Patriots. And the Min- 
utemen operate on pretty nar- 
row ground. 
If the preceding premise is 
true, I as one who supports 
the Administration position 
am a traitor. This can be sub- 
stantiated by the fact that ! 
think that even Mr. Benton 
has the right to express his 
opinion.

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Disgusting Year Ends In Triumph 
Hornets Cap ‘65 Season With 27-7 Conquest

The Hornets ended the season last Saturday as they 
began it... with a win. Led by a pair of seniors Playa 
their last game, Bob Miller and Cary Tommeraason, 

tted Chico State a touchdown, then went on to whip 

Wildcats 27-7 at Chico in the FWC finale for both 
teams. The victory was the only one for the Hornets in 


FWC play this year. It gives 
SSC, last year’s champions, a 
fifth place finish, while the 
Wildcats, having now lost 16 
straight league contests, finish 
in the cellar again. On the 
year, Sacramento won only 
three of ten games. 


Miller ied the Hornets air 
attack, hiting on 10 of 14 aer- 
jals for 116 yards. Tommera-~- 
ason, scored three touchdowns 
on runs of four, three and six 
yards. Overall, the Hornets 
had a big edge in statistics— 
349 to 222. Sacramento also 
had more first downs, 20-13. 


Chico wasted no time in 
getting on the scoreboard. Af- 
ter returning the opening kick 
to their 44, the Wildcats moved 
to the Sacramento 23 in five 
plays. From there, Jim Combs 
took a hand-off and went 
around right end, broke a 
tackle, and went in to score. 
Gerald Circo kicked the extra 
point and Chico led, 7-0. 


Sacramento took the ensuing 
kick-off and moved to the 
Chico 14 as Miller passed twice. 
From the 14, they lost back to 
the 17, and Bill Morrisroe 
missed a field goal. 

But SSC tied it up minutes 
later. Lou Modena picked off 
a Frank Garrity pass on the 
Chico 46 and lugged it back 
to the 41. Eight plays later 
the Hornets reached paydirt 
with Tommeraason going in 
from the four. Morrisroe added 
the extra point and the game 
was tied with 14:02 left in 
the half. 

The green and gold broke 
the deadlock before the inter- 
mission, marching 99 yards in 
10 plays after Circo hit the 
SSC coffin corner on a punt, 
the ball going out on the one. 
The big play in the march was 
a Miller to Duane Heglie pass 
for 58 yards. Al Nicholas slam- 
med over from the one and 
Morrisroe added the extra 
point for a 14-7 halftime edge. 

The Hornets scored again in 
the third period. SSC’s Dan 


28. From there, Rick Swan hit 
and the junior end sprinted to 
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the Wildcat three. Tommera- 
ason scored from there and 
Morrisroe kicked for 21-7. 

The final touchdown came 
in the fourth period. Taking the 
ball on their 38, SSC scored 
in 12 plays, with Tommeraason 
capping the march by going 
over from the six.

The Wildcats mounmved one 
last drive as they moved 79 
yards on eight straight pass 
completions, but the threat died 
as John Carney picked off a 
Combs’ aerial.
